nicipal Council—a protest against. the 
arbitrary allotment of ‘a number of 
Chinese .seats by foreigners—in. pro- 

rtion to the amount of taxes paid 

y the Chinese; third, immediate and 
unconditional establishment of. mixed 
courts inder Chinese control: 

Regarding foreign affairs, the de- 
mands are for an early adjustment 
to secure China’s full sovereign rights 
and for a revision of all unequal] 
treaties. 

Publication of this manifesto shows 
that the Chinese do not intend to 
abandon their efforts to secure a com- 
plete revision of the treaties, also a 
radical reorganization of the Govern- 
ment. These concessions presage a 
serious situation in the coming months 
unless the powers proceed promptly 
to take up the various questions and 
attempt to -djust them amicably in 
such a way as to satisfy the Chinese.

asks the League ‘“‘only to trouble to 
invite the Soviet Government to con- 
ferences in which those who direct 
the League’s policy genuinely desire it 
to take part.” 

The letter alludes to a remark attrib- 
uted to the American Ambassador to 
London, Mr. Houghton, when he was 
in Washington recently to report to 
the President on political conditions in 
Europe. 

This allusion follows M. Tchitche- 
rin’s charge of insincerity on the part 
of the European nations in calling the 
preparatory disarmament sac apres 
He says: 

‘ “Inyother words, as a leading Amer- 

ican diplomatist put it, the preliminary 

conference‘ on ‘disarmament will meet 

if it ever ct to ex- 

roposals on which ent 

is neither" desired nor expec and 

which have been put forward for. the 

specific Furpose of insuring failure of 
the enterprise.” 

It is the opinion of the League au- 
thorities: that .M. Tchitcherin’s letter 
will in no manner influence the League 
Council to change its .decision in re- 
gard to the time and place of the 
preliminary conference.

THE -“ ADMITTED’ FALSEHOOD.” 

The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals racterizes: the definition 
of. intoxicating Jiquors in the~Volstead 
act as ‘‘an admitted falsehood.” On 
the same day the leader of the women 
who. were :protesting at Washington 
against any modification of that act 
reealled how the definition was ar- 
rived at. A generation ago the iniqui- 
tous Association of Brewers, in ordw 
to rid themiselves of the competition 
of soft-drink . manufacturers, pro- 
cured a ruling under which only bev- 
erages not containing over one-half of 
1 per.cent..of alcohol were held to. be 
non-intoxicating. All others were in- 
toxicating and therefore the brewers’ 
perquisites. -The Chairman of the 
Woman's National Committee for Law 
Enforcement, Mrs. Hznrr“W. 
of Boston, declared satirically that-she 
and. her associates do not “like” the 
definition, But the brewers having re- 
sorted to devious methods, temperance 
organizations exulted in turning the 
tables on them. That the definition 
wasa lie opén and palpable did not 
seem to. them to’ matter. 

Yet in legislation as elsewhere hon- 
esty of mind and a regard for matters 
of faet are important. They are espe- 
cially’ important to an. organization 
like:the one-Mrs. Psasopr leads.

In the buzs of London’s excitement 
over the buying up of her playhouses 
by. American producers there is dis- 
eernible a quiet and 
on the other side of the question. 
Mr, Ivon Broww takes “note of the 
“ thousand-pound look” visible on the 
faces of two young -English play- 
wrights who are today coining money 
in the United States. But instead of 
rejoicing at the example they set, he 
finds it disquieting that ‘‘the newest 
rich’. should have their path made 
smooth and easy. Will not their suc- 
cess multiply the swarm of writers? 
He calls them gamblers, because the 
income from any phase of theatrical 
work, excepting the mechanical, is 
highly uncertain. 

Rentals of theatres and salaries for 
actors and even publicity agents are 
higher than :for comparable buildings 
and workers precisely. because any 
theatrical venture ig a gamble, The 
financial return of any production it 
is impossible to estimate. man’s 
guess is as good.as another’s, as the 
producers themselves-admit. That is 
why a pretty. young woman who is 
taken to the public’s’ fickle heart gets 
a salary larger than that of the Presi- 
dent of the United’ States, while the 
young man who wrote her play gets 
almost as much'as shé does. But the 
position of either is precarious. ‘The 
producer may make’ a small fortune, 
but he also runs the risk of turning 
out a bankrupt, 5 

This seamy side is not much looked 
at by ambitious playwrights when 
there are such examples. of sudden 
success as Mr. Brown points out. He 
likeng his. ‘‘ gamblers '’ to people who 
go on backing horses even whenthey 
know that all logic is against them.
